Mica  almost  as 
new,  stamp  vivid,  back  with  much  original  silvering,  it  and  frame  with  light  spots 
but  nearer  AU  than  EF. 

Mica  mostly  as  new  but  with  one 
tiny  crack,  apparently  as  made.  Stamp  vivid.  Back  and  frame  with  almost  full 
original  silvering.

The  regular  notes  are  nearly  complete,  all  being  in  splendid  condition, 
mostly  vivid  and  brilliantly  inked,  even  including  some  fibre  paper  rarities. 
There  is  also  an  exceptionally  comprehensive  group  of  narrow  and  wide  margin 
specimens  (uniface),  climaxed  by  a cancelled  fibre  paper  2nd  Issue  10c  and  the 
subsequently  adopted  designs  for  5th  Issue  10c  and  25c  together  with  a unique 
rejected  essay  for  the  5th  Issue  10c.  the  first  time  auctioned  since  1904.  All 
notes  here  are  choice  to  gem  crisp  line,  unless  otherwise  noted. 


21  3c.  Light  curtain.  F-1226.  Brilliant,  vivid,  choice. 

22  — Uncut  vertical  strip  of  five  1226’s.  Brilliant  and  new,  but  folded  between 

adjacent  subjects;  margins  irregular  as  clipped  from  original  sheet. 

23  — Uncut  block  of  fifteen  1226’s  (three  columns  of  5 each).  Folded  between  adjacent 

subjects,  brilliant  faces,  reverses  not  so  nice;  overall  EF,  probably  from  early 
Civil  War  use  as  45c.

Brilliant,  vivid,  a beauty;  better  margins 

than  usual. 

27  — Uncut  vertical  strip  of  four  F-1230’s,  brilliant  and  choice,  folded  between  the 

two  middle  subjects;  margins  irregular  as  originally  clipped  from  the  sheet. 
Intended  to  pass  for  20c  when  no  dimes  or  half-dimes  were  available. 

28  5c  Second  issue.  No  surchs.  F-1232.  Brilliant  vivid,  choice,  well  centered  with 

good  margins. 

29  — With  18  63.  F-1233.  Identical  quality. 

30  — Uncut  vertical  pair  of  1 233’s,  new  but  folded  between  them. 

31  — Uncut  vertical  strip  of  four  1 233’s.  New  and  brilliant  but  folded  between  adjacent 

subjects;  left  margin  close,  as  clipped  from  original  sheet. 

32  — With  S 18  63  F-1234.  Brilliant,  vivid,  choice;  close  at  r.  margin,  as  made. 

33  5c  With  R 1 18  63.  Fibre  paper.  F-1235.  New  and  brilliant,  but  a tiny  piece  of  the 

bronze  has  flaked  off  (apparently  a loose  fibre  inclusion);  two  tiny  stains  on  rev. 
comers.  Rare. 

34  5c  Third  issue.  Green  back.  F-1238.  Brilliant,  with  good  margins. 

35  — Same,  design  letter  a.  F-1239.  Brilliant,  choice,  with  good  margins. 

36  10c.  First  issue.  Perforated,  with  ABNCo.  F-1240.  Brilliant,  vivid,  about  as  well 

centered  as  this  comes;  from  the  top  of  a sheet.  Rare.

faint  trace  of  a diagonal  fold. 

40  — Straight  edges,  no  monogram.  F-1243.  Brilliant,  vivid.  Rare. 

41  10c  Second  issue.  No  surcharges.  F-1244.  Brilliant,  choice. 

42  Uncut  horizontal  pair  of  1244's.  Brilliant,  choice;  margins  uneven,  top  close  as 

clipped  from  original  sheet. 

43  — Uncut  block  of  four  1244’s.  Brilliant  and  choice;  good  margins. 

44  — Same,  but  with  18  63.  F-1245.  Brilliant. 

45  — Uncut  vertical  pair  of  F-1245’s,  folded  between  them;  traces  of  other  folds,  but 

brilliant.

Folded  horizontally  and  vertically 

between  adjacent  subjects,  but  unused  and  vivid;  bronze  overprinting  beginning  to 
darken.  Exceedingly  rare;  far  rarer  than  individual  inverts.  ILLUST. 

48  10c  Third  issue.  Engraved  Colby-Spinner  sigs.  F-1251.  Brilliant;  faint  traces  on  back 

where  stamp  hinges  were  removed.  Pinhole  in  center. 

49  — Red  Back.  F-1253.  Autographed  Colby  & Spinner.  Brilliant,  a gem  with  good 

margins.  Rare. 

50  — As  preceding  but  autog.  Jeffries-Spinner.  F-1254.  New,  paper  aging,  top  margin 

close  as  made  (part  of  a lower  note  shows  at  bottom);  tiny  pinhole  in  each 
corner  for  mounting.  Rare. 

51  — Same  but  green  back.  F.-1255.  Brilliant,  bottom  margin  close. 

52  — As  last  but  numeral  1 at  left.  F.-1256.  Brilliant,  fairly  even  margins. 

53  10c  Fourth  issue.  Wmkd.  USUS  . . . Large  seal.  F-1257.  Choice,  bright,  fairly  well

size  a;  F-1296,  large  a,  over  twice  as  large  as  that  in  the  1295.  Brilliant  and 
choice.

EXTRAORDINARY  COLLECTION  OF  FRACTIONAL  SPECIMENS 

The  following  include  both  the  types  included  Treasury  Dept,  sets  sold  to 
the  public  (1866-67)  and  several  not  from  these  sets,  the  latter  far  more  rare. 

This  collection  is  climaxed  by  two  reverses  of  fifth  issue  and  a possibly  unique 
essay  of  a rejected  rev.  design  for  the  fifth  issue  10c,  these  being  the  discovery 
examples  from  the  Wilcox  sale  (1904),  without  later  auction  record.  This  is  by 
far  the  most  comprehensive  group  to  be  auctioned  since  the  M.  Burget  col- 
lection, over  fourteen  years  years  ago.  In  the  following  descriptions,  please 
remember  the  following:  1.  A complete  specimen  consists  of  one  obv.  and 
one  rev.,  both  uniface  (with  exceptions  as  noted).  2.  All  are  uncirculated  unless 
noted.

This  collection  will  be  remembered  for  years  to  come  for  its  extraordinary 
quality  of  preservation,  much  as  large  cent  specialists  remember  the  Helfenstein 
collection,  and  fanciers  of  bust  halves  remember  the  collection  we  auctioned  last 
February.  Every  note  here  offered  is  uncirculated,  free  of  pinholes,  fading  or 
other  imperfections.
